| Public Prayers Requested In All Churches On Passion Sunday 


5 Vatican City — (Radio NC) — His Holiness Pope Pius XII, in an Encyclical Letter 
Anni Sacri” released March 11, asks Catholies throughout the world to join him on Pas- 
sion Sunday, March 26, in public prayers for a renewal of Christian morals and a return “to 
those principles whence alone can come enlightenment for minds, peace and concord for 

souls, and a well-ordered justice between the various social classes.” 
“Let all, united with Us in prayer, implore from Divine Mercy that a new order, 


based on truth, justice and charity, 


may arise from the longed-for re- 
storation of morals,” the encyclical 
says. May the Heavenly Light il- 
lumine the minds of those who have 
in their hands the destinies of po- 
ples. May they realize that, just 
as peace is the work of wisdom 
and justice, so wat is the fruit of 
blindness and hatred. And let them 
remember that one day they must 
render account not only to history 
but also to God's eternal judg- 
ment.“ 


The letter points out that though 
war has ended almost everywhere, 
there is still lacking that stable, 
solid peace which might happily 
solve the many and ever-increasing 
reasons for discord.” The Holy 
Father says many nations are still 
opposed to each other and “as con- 
fidence lessens, an armament race 
begins, leaving the hearts of all 
overcome by fear and trepidation.” 


The Pope deplores particularly 
and “with overwhelming sadness” 
that “in not a few nations the 
rights of God, Church and human 


rangements. “One sure way to 
start doing something to bring 
about a just peace, is for them to 
attend the Holy Hour devotions to 
Christ in the Blessed Sacrament, 


and help pray to the Prince of 
Peace, to help us bring it about.”

worship.”

The drive is spearheaded by special diocesan appeals in

of the United States. More than 
19,000 Catholic parishes are partic- 
ipating. : 

Two relief agencies—the Bish- 
ops’ Emergency Relief Committee 
and War Relief Services—National 


dependent upon the annual appeal 
to continue their vast program of 
relief and rehabilitation through- 
out the world. 


Since 1943 the two organizations 
have sent abroad more than 
310,000,000 pounds of relief mater- 
jals, valued at more than $130,000,- 


000. Working through a network 
of indigenous charitable agencies 
in 63 different countries, the agen- 
cies distributed food, clothing and 
medical supplies wherever they 
were most needed, without discrim- 
ination, and won praise from in- 
ternational religious, civic and 
political leaders for the speed and 
efficiency of their program. 


At the present time, one of the 
major undertakings of War Relief 
Services—N.C.W.C. is an extensive 
program of rehabilitation and re- 
settlement for displaced persons. 
Under its auspices many families 
have already been brought to the 
United States and set up in suit- 
able jobs and homes. 


The 1950 Holy Year appeal is 
the fourth made in behalf of the 
Bishops’ relief agencies by the 
Catholic Hierarchy of the United 
States. During the war years, the 
record of work and accomplishment 
of these agencies was outstanding. 
Goods-in-kind campaigns conducted 
in Catholic parishes resulted in 
thousands of tons of canned goods, 
food, used and new clothing and 
medical supplies which wére shut- 
tled, often in special freight cars, 
across the country, processed with 
assembly-line precision in huge 
New York and San Francisco ware- 
houses and speedily shipped abroad. 
Long-established Catholic chari- 
table agencies in every country, 
with a personnel numbering more 
than 22,000, still are distributing 
the supplies, thus keeping adminis- 
trative costs very low, and guaran- 
teeing that the aid goes directly 
to the war victims most in need. 


As much as 80 per cent of all 
relief funds are spent in behalf of 
children, the sick and aged in many 
of the areas in which War Relief 
Services—N.C.W.C. operates, ac- 
cording to Msgr.

Teachers Demand 

School Laws 

Free Of Politics 
Vienna, —(NC)— The Central 

Committee of the Federation of 

Austrian Catholic Teachers has de- 

manded that school laws be kept 


above the level of party-political 
controversies and interference. 


At a conference held here the 
committee expressed the opinion 
that the new school law, to be sub- 
mitted to parliament soon, and the 
principles involved, were intended 
to be used as pawns in the party- 
political game. The attitude of the 
government toward private schools, 
the Committee declared, depends 
primarily on the outcome of nego- 
tiations between the political par- 
ties, and not on the merits of the 
schools themselves and their teach- 
ing staffs. 


The Catholic teachers’ organiza- 
tion, which describes itself as a 
purely vocational and non-political 
and independent body, condemned 
all such political maneuvering. It 
called for legal safeguards for the 
religious and moral education of 
Catholic youth, freedom of edu- 
cation, in the sense that the State 
must not be permitted to establish 
a monopoly, especially in training 
teachers.

Damage Done 
To Protestantism 


T= Supreme Court decision 
which, by its interpretation of 
the significance of “separation of 
Church and State,” has done a 
reat deal of injury to Protestant- 
m. Yet Mrs. McCollum, the avow- 
ed atheist, was supported in her 
appeal to the Supreme Court by 
leading churchmen of several de- 
nominations. Shortly after the de- 
cision was rendered a great many 
Protestant churchmen, including 
some very prominent ones, issued 
the following statement: 


“Recent decisions of the Supreme 
Court have extended the meaning 
of the constitutional prohibition of 
an establishment of religion so that 
any action by the State that is in- 
tended to benefit all religious 
bodies without discrimination is 
forbidden. 

“This development of the con- 
ception of separation of Church and 
State seems to us to be unwarrant- 
ed by the language of the first 
amendment and to bring about a 
situation in which forms of cooper- 
ation between Church and State 
that have been taken for granted 
by the American people will be en- 
dangered. We believe that, what- 
ever its intention may be, this 
hardening of the idea of ‘separa-

What Education 
Should Do 


A few weeks ago Dr. F. Ernest 
Johnson, an official of the Fed- 
eral Council of the Churches of 
Christ in America, and professor 
at Teachers’ College, Columbia, 
made the following observation: 
“Public education has a moral 
obligation te the whole community 
not to cultivate the notion in chil- 
dren’s minds that religion is left 
out of the picture because it is a 
non-essential] . . What the public 
school ignores will in the end be 
ignored by those it educates.” 

Dr. Johnson declared that “the 
typical Protestant attitude toward 
the religious school for elementary 
and secondary school pupils does 
us little credit.” 

“The commonly expressed judg- 
ment is that this alternative to the 
public school cannot be counten- 
anced because of its adverse effect 
on the public school,” he continued. 
“This puts the cart before the 
horse. It will do very well for a 
secular answer, but it is not in it- 
self a satisfactory answer from the 
religious point of view. The first 
question should be whether or not 
the religious school is desirable in 
order to secure an adequate educa- 
tion—one in which religion is given 
normal recognition. 

One of the things that keep the 
schools from developing a plan to 
include religion in their curriculum 
is that nobody knows where the 
Supreme Court stands on the mat- 
ter, ohnson He referred

Report On Condition Of 
Protestant Churches 


A release, issued by the “Religi- 
ous News Service” on January 
24, 1950, reported figures disclosed 
by the National Convocation of City 
Churches at Columbus, Ohio, which 
indicated that over a fifteen-year 
period membership in 4,621 Prot- 
estant churches in nineteen repre- 
sentative cities, had an overall in- 
crease of 15%, which means 1% 


per year. The population of this 
jeountry 


. during this fifteen years 
— three times that fast. These 
gures were quoted by Dr. H. Paul 
Douglass, of New York, director of 
the Committee for Cooperative 
Field Research. He observed fur- 
ther: “Some 60.8% of the 4.621 
churches showed membership in- 
creases; 23.4 had a membership de- 
cline, and the remaining 15.8 had 
either less than a 10% gain or 
loss.” 

As to Sunday Schools this gen- 
tleman reported: “An overall loss 
of 18% in Sunday School enroll- 
ment was reported for eighteen 
cities, which provided figures in 
this phase of the survey. ly four 
of the eighteen cities showed an 
increase . . . more than six out of 
ten of the eighteen cities showed a 
declining membership.”

know very little about him—and 
the little we do know comes from 
the inspired Gospels of Matthew 
and Mark. | 
It is probable that Joseph was 
born in Bethlehem, although he 
seems to have been settled in Naz- 
areth by the time the angel an- 
nounced to Mary that she was to 
become the Mother of God. 
Some sources (which are not con- 
sidered completely authentic) claim 
that Joseph had been married be- 
fore; that he was, in fact, an old 
man and a widower at the time of 
to Mary. Most of our 
statues, certainly, depict Joseph as 
a comparatively old man, holding 
the Infant Jesus in hig arms. 

These unproved sources say that 
Joseph was 90 years old when he 
was betrothed to Mary, a girl prob- 
ably no more than 14 or 15 years 
of age. By his first marriage, Jo- 
seph is said to have had several 
children, including James the 
Lesser. This story is not verified, 
but it would account for the Bible 
references to James as the Lord's 
brother.” 

The authentic information we 
have about Joseph in the Bible 
shows him to have been a kind man 
and a good father. It also points 
up the fact that his life was one of 
trials and difficulties. In Matthew, 
for example, we see that Joseph 
learned his fiancee was to have a 
child and he was naturally dis- 
turbed. “Being just a man,” says 
Matthew, “and not wishing to ex- 
pose her to reproach, (he) was 
minded to put her away privately.” 
Having thus tried Joseph, God sent 
an angel to explain to him that 
Mary’s Son was of the Holy Ghost, 
and that the Baby was to be the 
redeemer of the human race. 


Joseph's Trials 


Then, before the Child was born, 
Joseph had to set aside his car- 
penter’s tools and take Mary to 
Bethlehem, for registration in a 
sort of census. As a sincere father, 
his distress was great when he 
learned that no accommodations 
were available. He had to stand 
by helplessly while his Foster Son 
was born in a cave in the side of a 
hill, used for a stable for animals. 

Joseph’s difficulties were not 
over. Next, he learned that Herod 
threatened his Child, and so he 
must take his little family to 
Egypt—an overland journey with 
Mary and Jesus riding a patient 
burro and Joseph plodding along 
beside. In Egypt J may have 
been among people of his own race 
who lived there in exile, but he cer- 
tainly must have had to turn to his 
carpentry trade and support the 
family for several years.

A amazing statement appeared 
in The Vindicator the other day. 
In the report of a local service cl b 
meeting the club’s district governor 
was quoted as saying that his or- 
ganization “transcended religion.” 


Transcend, of course, means to 
be higher or beyond or better than 
something else. The speaker may 
have been carried away by the en- 
thusiasm of the moment, and may 
not have appreciated that his words 
meant that his service club was 
worth more to its members than 
their religion. But this is what he 
said and, unfortunately, many oth- 
ers fall into the same error. For 
he was talking about what his club 
does for the poor and afflicted, and 
many Americans have come to take 
for granted that if a person is 
helpful to others his religious be- 
liefs do not matter. 


Doing good to others—this is 
humanitarianism. To a large ex- 
tent, humanitarianism has sup- 
planted Christianity and has come 
to be the religion of our time. The 
great trouble with it, as the phi- 
losopher Maritain says, is that it 
is “anthropocentric” — it conceives 
of human nature as closed in upon 
itself, or obsolutely self-sufficient. 


In his little book, “The Twilight 
of Civilization,” Maritain writes: 
“Instead of a human and rational 
development in continuance of the 
Gospel, man has sought ep ee 
ment from pure reason, as a sub- 
And for 
human life, for the concrete move- 
ment of history, this meals real 
and very serious amputations. 
Prayer, evangelical virtues, supra- 
rational truths, sense of sin an 
grace and of the Gospel's beati- 
tudes, the necessity for self-sacri- 
fice and asetic discipline, for con- 
templation, for the means of the 
Cross—all this has either been 
stuck between parentheses or final- 
ly denied. In the concrete realm 
of human life, reason has been di- 
vorced from the supra-rational.” 


In other words, humanitarians 
are not aware of a world above and 
beyond that which they see about 
them. Consequently — to quote 
Maritain again — “after having 
put God aside in order to become 
self-sufficient, man loses his soul; 
he seeks himself in vain, turning 
the universe upside down in his 
effort to find himself again. He 
finds r masks, and, behind those 
masks, death.“ ie 


This is the tragedy of those who 
believe that service clubs can take 
the place of religion.

frantic at the disappearance of 
their Son. Finally, they were all 
reunited, and this episode is the 
last authentic report we have of 
Saint Joseph. 

It seems probable that Joseph 
died before Jesus was 30 years old 
and began His public career. Cer- 
tainly, Jesus did not refer to him, 
and Joseph did not appear with his 
Son in public. At the Crucifixion, 
Joseph was not present, and Jesus 
asked John to look out fer His 
Mother. This seems proof enough 
that Joseph, who must have been 
over a hundred, had died earlier. 


Loved Everywhere 


The Church in the West was slow 
to give reverence to Joseph. It was 
in the Eastern countries where 
honor was first given him, and 
Joseph’s feast was celebrated by 
the beginning of the Fourth Cen- 
tury. In certain listings of saints 
m Western countries, the feast of 
St. Joseph finally appeared in the 
Ninth Century. In 1129 the first 
church in his honor was dedicated, 
at Bologna, and late in the 1400’s 
the Pope put Joseph’s feast in the 
ee — 5 19th. In 1726, 
ope edic I added Joseph 
the Litany of Saints. ee: 
Devotion to Joseph is now wide-

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House Members Spar 
On Federal Aid Bill 


Washington — (NC) — 
of elimatie meetings by the House 
Education and Labor Committee 
on Federal aid to education has 
underscored à fact already well- 
known—that the committee is deep- 
ly divided on the subject. 

After more than a month of 
daily meetings committee members 
offered six amendments to take 
the snags out of the Senate-passed 
Thomas Bill. All but one were 
defeated. 

The successful amendment was 
introduced by Rep. Adam Clayton 
Powell, Jr., of New York. It seeks 
to get fair treatment for Negro 
school children, but erases all men- 
tion of separate schools for min- 
ority races from the Thomas Bill, 
In the process it eliminates the 
Senate bill’s provision that funds 
be spent for these schools in a 
“fair and equitable” manner. It 
banks on raising State minimum 
standards to get better schools for 


in the 19 “n States enough 
aid be granted to insure a “floor” 
expenditure of $60 per year per 
child at the school—not the schoo 
district—level. His amendment al- 
so provides that the wealthy States 
be granted a flat $5 per child per 
year, but apportioned so that all 
districts spend at least $100 per 
child per year. 

The House committee, sparring 
all week over possible improve- 
ments in the Senate bill, also took 
these actions: 

Rejected, by a vote of 16 to 9, 
an amendment by Rep. John F. 
Kennedy of Massachusetts which 
would Bn guaranteed bus ride 
aid for non-public school children 
in all States, using the School 
Lunch Act formula.
